official organ of the Archdiocese of 
Milwaukee, appeared before the 
‘Committee as President of the 
Catholic Press Association of the 
United States. The House Com- 
‘mittee has before it a bill to in- 
-erease postal rates in the various 
classes. Mr. Desmond appeared 
‘Tuesday before a subcommittee of 
the Senate Civil Service Commit- 
tee. The Senate group has no 
postal bill before it, but is collect- 
‘ing information on proposals par- 
alleling the House bill. 


| Although pointing out that “it 
‘is impossible to predict the extent 
of the disaster,” Mr. Desmond told 
‘the Congressmen that “the pro- 
posed increased rates would (1) 
triple the postage bill of the aver- 
‘age Catholic publication; (2) put 
virtually all of them in red ink, 
and (3) result in the suspension of 
‘some publications and the sharp 
‘eurtatiment of the service of 
others.” 


| Mr. Desmond declared that 
i“from 25 years experience in this 
field, I feel safe in saying there 
‘are not a half-dozen Catholic pub- 
lications that have a margin be- 
tween income and expense large 
enough to pay a triple postage bill 
without going into red ink.’ 

“I would fike to suggest,” the 
witness said, “that publications de- 
voted to religious, charitable, edu- 
cational, scientific and like causes 
be given a separate classification 
and be exempt from any increase 
in postage rates. They are cul- 
tural rather than commercial un- 
dertakings and any additional bur- 
dens put on them would result in 
a lessening of their efforts in the 
‘causes they sponsor, They fit the 
‘pattern that has always warranted 
low second-class rates.” 
| Mr. Desmond emphasized to the 
‘Congressmen that “the publica- 
‘tions for which I speak are radi- 
cally different from the small sec- 
ular weeklies which circulate al- 
most exclusively within the county 
in which they are published.” The 
latter benefit from; the one un- 
changed provision that leaves the 
local delivery rate at one cent per 
pound for papers of 12 pages or 
less. The C.P.A. President pointed 
out that the Catholic newspapers 
with large local circulations in bi 
cities “run more than 12 pages an 
will be subject to an increase on 
iocal delivery of more than four 
times the present rates,” while 
“the smaller papers published in 
smaller places distribute the 
greater part of their circulation

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Hungarian Reds 
Want To Seize 
Dictatorial Power 


Are Assured Of Support 
Of Russian Army In 


Trumped-Up Plot 


Budapest, Mareh 17 —(Radio, 
NC)— There is daily mounting 
evidence that the leftist minority 
in the Hungarian Government is 
attempting to seize 
power in the wake of a “Conspir- 


acy,” reputed to involve members| 


of the majority Small Holders Par- 
ty. 

Confident of the support of the 
Russian Army, which already has 
intervened directly in the - crisis, 
the two chief leftist parties, the 
communists and social democrats, 
are asserting themselves dramat- 


“feally in word and action. 


Police raids in the interests of 
“public safety” are continuing in 
the Hungarian capital. These raids, 
which have deprived some 3,000 
Hungarian citizens of their free- 
dom, are being engineered by the 
communist Minister of the Inter- 
for Lazlo Rajk, whofirst “uncov- 
ered” the plot. 


At the same time, in recent in- 
terparty conferences the leftist 
bloc has forced the resignation of 
three Ministers, members of the 
Small Holders Party, from the 
Hungarian cabinet. The Small 
Holders were likewise forced to 
accede to the demands of the com- 
munists by removing five more of 
their deputies from Parliament. 
This whittles down the number of 
Small Holders deputies from 246 
right after the elections, to a pres- 
ent total of 211. The combined 
communist-socialist strength stands 
at 141, 


However, seizing on the alleged 
conspiracy, the leftists apparently 
are trying to discredit not only 
the Small Holders but also the 
Catholic and Protestant Churches. 
The Catholic Church has the al- 
legiance of 70 per cent of the Hun- 
garian people. 

A recent issue of Lucidity, the 
social democrat organ, charges that 
a number of the “conspirators” 
were housed in the episcopal resi- 
dence at Szekesfehervar and adds 
that groups of ringleaders were 
brought fr the Hungarian cap- 
ital to the residence by the Rev. 
Nemeth Ladislas, secretary to 
Bishop Louis Shvoy of Szekesfe- 
hervar. The publication declares 
that the conspiracy was plotted 
in a special wing of the Bishop’s 
palace and that Father Ladislas 
was the spiritual head of the 
Szekesfehervar center of the Hun- 
garian Community, the organiza- 
tion to which the plot is charged: 
Recent reports state that Father 
Ladislas has been arrested. 


At the same time Lucidity has 
also published a statement by Vice- 
Premier Arpad Szakastis, an ar- 
dent. leftist, which attacks His 
Eminence Joseph Cardinal Min- 
dszenty, Primate of Hungary. In 
replying to the American note sent 
to the Soviet occupation command- 
er in Hungary, the Vice-Premier 
demands that “the Small Holders 
find measures to destroy once and 
for all their rightist faction and 
the hopes of such men as Cardinal 
Mindszenty who think that the

Pius XI—“On Reconstructing the 
Social Order” (1931) and “On 
Atheistic Communism” (1937), 
and in various statements on so- 
cial and ‘economic justice by other

ope Pius XI, in his encyclicals, 
Dr. Brown declared, reveals Com- 
munism to be a materialistic and 
atheistic: system which not only 
makes a mockery of the family, 
government, and society, but also 
strips man of his human dignity 
and robs him of his God-given 
freedom. 

“As to the second problem, 
what to do about Communism, the 
Popes; impatient with the purely 
negative approach of denunciation, 
have proclaimed a bold and con- 
structive program of social justice 
and social charity in which capital, 
labor, and all other groups would 
work for the reconstruction and 
perfection of society,” Dr. Brown 
continued. “Considering Commun- 
ism primarily as a  parasitical 
growth which develops wherever 
social injustice and social] antagon- 
isms are rampant, the pontiffs 
warn that, unless social justice and 
harmony prevail, Communism can- 
not be held in check.” 

“Proclaiming as it does the 
virtues of social justice and char- 
ity, the teaching of the Catholic 
Church is not easy to practice. 
Consequently some Catholics find 
it convenient to disregard it. 
Others, serenely ignorant of this 
doctrine, even confuse it with Com- 
munism. 

“Such moral cowardice and ig- 
norance are regrettable. The popes 
have presen the challenge of 
20th century Americans and in ef- 
fect have said, “He who is not 
with us in this matter is against 


us. 

“The modern encyclicals dealing 
with social and economic con- 
ditions were not written as mere 
rhetorical exercises; they were 
written to be read, studied, taught, 
and followed.

His Holiness Pope Pius 
drew this: conclusion in an En-| 
cyclical letter “Fulgens Radiatur,” 
addressed to the Bishops of the 
Universal Church on the occasion 
of the 14th centenary of the death 
of the sainted founder. of the 
Benedictine Order. It was Pius 
XII’s ninth encyclical in the eight 
years of his pontificate. 


In his letter the Holy Father 
appealed for material means to 
restore war-shattered Montecas- 
sino Abbey. He said the resurrec- 
tion of the motherhouse of the 
Benedictines is a debt “undoubt- 
edly owed Benedict by human so- 
ciety.” 

He referred to his unsuccessful 
efforts “by persuasion, admoni- 
tions and protests” to save the 
famous abbey, {where Benedict 
wrote his Rule and where a noted 
school of copyists labored in the 
eleventh century, and commented 
that “it seems as if the mother- 
house of the Benedictine Order 
wished to participate in the 
mourning and adversities of its 
children.” 


In the Dark Ages, the Pontiff 
declared, the disciples of St. Bene- 
dict were almost the only persons 
who concerned themselves with 
preserving the works of Roman 
civilization and contributing again 
to the advance of the arts and sci- 
ences. England, Holland, France, 
Germany, Denmark, the Seandi- 
navian countries and the Slavonic 
peoples can boast of these monks 
as “the authors of civilization,” 
he said. 


“With this chosen militia the 
Kingdom of was reaffirmed 
everywhere,” His Holiness stated, 
“far surpassing by peaceful con- 
quest Rome’s armed domination.” 
In comparing the period in 
which St. Benedict lived and 
worked to that of teday, the Holy 
Father also expressed his belief 
that Christ furnishes continuous 
assistance to His faithful, that 
“the more furious are the enemies 
to the Christian name and the 
more violent are the tempests 
tossing the bark of Peter, with 
everything in decadence and de- 
void of hope of human aid, then 
more than ever the presence of 
Christ is felt, with divine prom- 
ises and assistance, raising his 
gladiators for the protection of 
the Catholic faith and for winning 
new triumphs.” 


“Benedict rose as if by divine 
decree,” he said, “in the dark ages 
when not only the Church but 
civilization and mankind were in 
great danger from internal disso- 
lutions and from the downfall of 
the Roman Empire.”

Wrong 


Says Women Could 
Remake The World 


RS. BROOKS ATKINSON, 

wife of the New York Times 
Moscow correspondent, recently 
wrote an article for The Woman's 
Home Companion entitled “My 
Life Behind the Iron Curtain,” in 
which she tells American: women 
that.if they spoke unitedly and let 
their voices be heard behind the 
“walls of totalitarianism,” they 
would “remake the world.” She 
believes that the United States 
should demand that Russia permit 
American newspaper men in large 
numbers to enter her country if 
we are to continue to permit her 
agents to operate in the United 
States. She does not, of course, 
believe that Russia would grant 
any such permission, but if the de- 
mands for such permission were 
made, she says, by a united front 
over here, and they were refused, 
world opinion would be aroused to 
the fact “that something must be 
Wrong,” and we would have a good 
reason to outlaw Communism in 
the United States.

Offer $30,000 In 


Prizes To Writers 
Three Awards Will Be 
Given Wjriters Of Books 
Submitted By Nov. 15, 48 


New York, March 29.—(NC)— 
One of the most notable literary 
contests ever conducted under 
Catholic or any other auspices has 
been announced by The Christo- 
phers, who are offering a total of 
$30,000 in three awards for the 
best book-length manuscripts sub- 
mitted within the next 20 months. 

The Christopher movement is 
comprised of thos: who undertake 
individually and personally to re- 
store Christian principles to the 
various phases of public life. By 
prayer and work they strive to 
“bear Christ” especially into the 
fields of education. government, 
labor-management and communi- 
cation of ideas (newspapers, mo- 
tion pictures, radio, magazines, 
books and other media). To be a 
Christopher one need not “join” 
any additional organization; each 
works as an individual. There are 
no meetings and 10 dues. 


“Much of the tragedy of our 
times,” holds the Rev. James Kel- 
ler, M.M., director of The Christo- 

hers, “seems to be due to the fact 
hat anti-Christian elements have 
swarmed into key positions in ev- 
ery field of human endeavor. These 
anti-Christ crusaders are causing 
hundreds of millions over the 
earth to have a false outlook on 
life, ignore their eternal destiny. 
On the other hand, most Chris- 
tians, without intencing any harm, 
have remained aloof in their own 
small worlds, leaving the running 
of the big world to those who hate 
Christ or know Him not.” 


The contest which The Christo- 
phers now announce is part of 
their aim to bring Christian prin- 
ciples into the field of communica- 
tion of ideas. To encourage po- 
tential writers with a Christian 
sense of values, The Christophers 
are awarding the $30,000 in prizes 
for the three book-length manu- 
scripts submitted before midnight, 
November 15, 1948, which are 
deemed best by the judges. 

The awards are to be. outright 
gifts, and not, as in most other 
contests of this kind, partly as an 
advance against royalties. The 
first award will be $15,000, the sec- 
ond gg $10,000, and the third 


000. 

The manuscripts may be either 
fiction or biography, adventure, ro- 
mance, mystery, or any choice of 
the individual—so long as the en- 
tries are based on Christian prin- 
ciples and not against them. The 
contest is open to all residents of 
the United Spates and its posses- 
sions. It invites both new and vet- 
eran writers, of all races and re- 
ligions; according to Father Keller, 
who wrote, “The Priest and a 
World Vision” and was a co-author 
of “Men of Maryknoll.” 

The following judges of the con- 
test have been announced: Myles 
Connolly of Hollywood motion pic- 
ture writer and producer, author 
of “Mr. Blue” and other works; 
the Rev. John 8S. Kennedy, author 
and critic, literary editor of The 
Catholic Transcript of Hartford; 
Clare Boothe Luce, former Con- 
gresswoman, editor, author, play- 
wright and lecturer; Mary O’Hara

FATHER S: You have most of the essential parts of the 
account, but you omitted 2a few that throw light upon 
v:4 the whole incident. First of all, note that St. Peter 
points out that there was no obligation to sell this 
property, and that even when it was sold, Ananias did not have 
to turn in the price. The poverty of the early Christians was 
purely voluntary. Secondly, St. Peter gave Sapphira 
a chance to repent of the wrong she had done, a 
wrong which St. Peter describes as tempting the 
Spirit of the Lord. 

MR. J: I’m afraid, Father, that I still don’t understand why 
the punishment was so severe, especially if they didn’t have to 
turn in the money. 

~PATHER S: Well, in this act, as so often happens with men, 
there seems to have been a whole series of malicious elements. 
There was the fraud of Ananias and Sapphira who wanted to ap- 
pear devout and possibly also wanted to keep their own money 
while living from the common fund. There was the lie, of course.

agreei among themselves in 
first principles, take shape, gain 
adherents and establish a general 
and accepted code of conduct. This 
is the code of conduct, expressed in 
every type of modern social mani- 
festation, which drew down upon 
itself those scathing words of re- 
buke of our late Holy Father, Pope 
Pius XI: 

“For today, alas, not secretly 
nor under cover, but openly with 
all sense of shame put aside, now 
by word, again by writing, by 
theatrical productions of every 
kind, by romantic fiction, by amor- 
ous and frivolous novels, by motion 

ictures portraying vivid scenes, 

y addresses broadcast over the 
radio, in short by all the inventions 
of modern science, the sanctity of 
marriage is trampled upon and de- 
rided; divorce, adultery, and all the 
basest vices are either extolled or 
at least depicted in such colors as 
to appear free of all reproach and 
infamy.” 


Divorce In 
Modern Society 


Foremost among “Modern So- 
ciety’s” attacks on the family is 
that of divorce. The development 
of the evil of divorce may be said 
to have had three stages. First in 
England, following the example of 
Henry VIII, it was granted only 
by legislative action in isolated 
cases to persons of rank and 
wealth. In America, the second 
stage of development, judicial di- 
vorces, came during the nine- 
teenth century, and the effect was 
to present divorce as a matter of 
right, to be accorded to an offend- 
ed spouse, a necessary evil, a con- 
cession to human weakness. The 
third, the modern stage, is that 
which moves public opinion to 
tolerate divorce by mutual consent 
of husband and wife, obtained by 
collusion, or to exert pressure for 
the broadening of the grounds and 
the simplification of the procedure. 


Here “the divorcé™courts,” ac- 
cording to Thomas P. Callaghan, 
“have degenerated into the worst 
ceremonial hypocrisy on the Amer- 
ican scene. ... Most judges admit 
that divorce testimony is a mix- 
ture of perjury and distortion. 
Yet, day after day, throughout the 
country, sacred marriage contracts 
are dissolved with a flimsy, speedy 
rigamarole which leaves even the 
uneducated with a feeling that the 
ethereal ties have been cut by a 
sleazy, meretricious .. . pro- 
cedure.” Would that the members 
of the English parliament could 
have seen these frightful conse- 
quences of their benign indulgence 
to the privileged few inthe six- 
teenth century! 

Public opinion is now being 


ing phenomenon. Yet, if divorce 
is spreading so rapidly that it 
threatens the very nation, it is only 
because a certain attitude of mind 
has pervaded everywhere in “Mod- 
ern Society.” It is only because 
men are persuaded that the sole 
object of marriage is individual 
happiness, and that just as soon as 
anyone fails to find in his mar- 
riage complete satisfaction, he has 
the right to dissolve it and seek 
his happiness elsewhere. 


Once the battle against divorce 
is lost, this same attitude of mind 
will not rest until it achieves the 
total destruction of marriage. We 
saw this destruction in the legis- 
lation of Soviet Russia in 1927, 
where so-called “non-registered” 
marriage existed merely by proof 
of rehabitation; and the dissolution 
of such a marriage could be ef- 
fected by the sole will of one of 
the parties. If a reaction has set 
in against this travesty on mar- 
riage, it adds nothing to our com- 
placency to note that this reaction 
rests on no change in doctrine. It 
is purely expedient in character. 
Marriage, to the foremost expon- 
ents of modern trends, “turns into 
a jail when love between husband 
and wife comes to an end. If the 
couple are unhappy, to condemn 
them to continue living together 
merely increases their wunhappi- 
ness. Such is the sole purpose of 
marriage: it forces those to re- 
main united who are unhappy in 
their union. Others will remain 
together without compulsion.” 

Immodesty, adultery, fornication 


not regarded with disfavor in a 
society which tolerates this atti- 
tude of mind. -Yet, in our day, the 
ideas of this perverted notion of a 
right to love and of the fatalistic 
character of instinct are found 
portrayed in a great many books 
and plays that provoke no public 
astonishment or offense. 


The Attack On The 
Child Comes Next 


Nor should anyone be surprised 
that from the principle of personal 
gratification in marriage there 
would follow as an inevitable con- 
sequence the second attack on the 
family—the attack on the child. If 
marriage is merely for the per- 
sonal happiness of husband and 
wife, and if children are wanted 
only in so far as they are a source 
of pleasure to their parents, it is 
evident that children should be few 
in number. Once the love of either 
married or single persons is re- 
duced to mere mutual gratification, 
it is easy to understand the grow- 
ing spread of contraceptive prac- 
tices. 

Two other attitudes give 
strength to this mentality. The

The other is social, the government 
control of the socially undesirable 
poor and handicapped by indoctri- 
nating them in birth-control. Dif- 
fusion of contraceptive technique 
thus marks a step forward in 
“Modern  Society’s” so-called 
emancipation of humanity. 
Birth control is supplemented as 
a means of government controlled 
eugenics by sterilization. Our own 
American society gave evidence of 
its acceptance of this unnatural 
ctice in the words of Justice 
ae when he wrote, perhaps a 
little too flippantly for a Supreme 


the Virginia Sterilization case: 
“The principle that sustains com- 
pulsory vaccination is broad 
enough to cover cutting the Fallo- 
pian tubes.” Truly, as one commen- 
tator has stated, by this decision, 
“the judicial door to totalitarian- 
ism was left ajar.” 

Likewise, contraceptive practices 
gave way to the widespread ac- 
ceptance of that form of murder 
known as abortion. From_ the 


aversion to children that is rooted 
in egotistical selfishness. Chil- 
dren are regarded as unfortunate 
accidents. Respect for the embryo- 
nic life is totally lost. The mag- 
nitude of this crime in America 
alone is evidenced by the estimate 
of G. W. Kosmak, editor of the 
American. Journal of Obstetrics 
and Gynecology, of 600,000 abor- 
tions performed annually even as 
far back as 1936. A generation 
ago, such facts would cause grave 
concern. Today they arouse but 
feeble comment. 


Challenge To 
Our Education 


Finally, we come to consider the 
challenge of “Modern Society” to 
the right and duty of the family 
to care for and educate the chil- 
dren. Here, too, we see the 
frightful consequences of that 
attitude of mind which sees per- 
sonal gratification as the only 
good of marriage. There results 
the false emancipation of woman 
from the duties of motherhood, and 
the surrender to the State of the 
duty to educate the child. 

Whenever people lose sight of 
the rights and duties of the family, 
they no longer see in the child any- 
thing but ‘the citizen. They no 
longer consider the mission of the 
State as the duty to “protect and 
foster ... the family and the in- 
dividual,” but look upon it “to ab- 
sorb or to substitute itself for 
them.” When this attitude is 
brought to its ultimate conclu- 
sion the parents’ rights are no 
longer consulted in the manner of 
education of the children. The 
state should do the teaching, and, 
to all children, it should impart a 
national education. All forms of 


by the state, if tolerated at all, are 
looked upon askance and with sus- 
picion.

Fortunately, the logical devel- 


opment of this attitude into full 
‘blown statism has been forestall- 
ed, in our country, by the far 
‘reaching decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Oregon School Case, 
which said: “The fundamental 
theory upon which all governments 
in this union repose excludes any 
igeneral power of the State to 
standardize its children by forcing 
them to accept instruction from 
public teachers only. The child is 
not the mere creature of the State; 
those who nurture him and direct 
his destiny, have the right, coupled 
with the high duty, to recognize 
arid prepare him for additional ob- 
ligation.” 
_ How long this barrier will hold 
‘back the forces, already gathering 
|to bring all education under state 
control is questionable in the light 
of the bitter battle recently waged 
over the New Jersey Bus Case, 
and of the implications in the leg- 
islation recently proposed under 
the innocent guise of anti-discri- 
mination. 
There has appeared throughout 
these manifestations of the trends 
of “Modern Society” a certain 
basic emphasis. While many and 
varied are the systems of thought 
contributing to the present-day 
attitudes and conduct, they all lay 
emphasis on the one all-consuming 
value in modern life: the 
of physical enjoyment in the fore- 
ground of human interests and 
happiness. Coupled with this ma- 
terialistic concept of life is the 
principle of liberalism, which 
throws restraint and accords

of tradition and background to ac- 
cept them entirely, the destructive 
forces in “Modern Society” can be 
ultimately reduced to this for- 
mula: Man has the right to seek 
above all the utmost physical en- 
joyment attainable, and no other 
value may curtail his liberty to do 
so. 


The Essential Qualities 
Of The Family 


The Family, on the other hand, 
can withstand the clash of these 
forces if it is one and indissoluble, 
and dedicated to the primary pur- 
pose of procreation and education 
of children. So convinced is the 
Catholic Church of the truth of 
this proposition, that it declares 
invalid any marriage that can be 
demonstrated to be intentionally 
lacking in any of these qualities. 


Against the modern trends to- 
ward free-love and divorce “stands 
the unalterable law of God,” states 
Pope Pius XI, “fully confirmed by 
Christ, a law that can never be de- 
prived of its force by the decrees 
of men, the ideas of a people, or 
the will of any legislator: ‘What 
therefore God has joined together, 
let no man put asunder.’” In the 


birth-control mentality comes the+face of this solemn pronouncement 


of the Supreme Pontiff, it is dis- 
quieting to view the inroads of 
popular opinion on the consciences 
of some Catholics. Once there was 
a time when Catholics, at least, 
who remarried after civil divorce, 
were looked upon as excluded from 
good society, as living in illicit 
unions. Now we find their friends 
and relatives deeply regretting 
their enforced separation from the 
Church and exclusion from the 
Sacraments. They deplore the 
fact that the “Church” does not 
recognize their marriage, and hold 
her exceedingly severe. 


Perhaps the reason is, that al- 
though wholesale divorces for 
flimsy reasons as yet find no ac- 
ceptance among upright people, 
the isolated case of the innocent 
victim has been depicted so as to 
win their sympathies. Many there 
are who would draw upon our 
sympathies, but who in reality 
have brought upon themselves 
their own unhappiness. Before 
clamoring for their right to an- 
other chance at happiness in mar- 
riage, should we not first consider 
whether their own conduct has 
been entirely guiltless? Or 
whether it is not true that they 
assumed the sacred rights and du- 
ties of marriage with inexcusable 
thoughtlessness? Man has no

married life. It is advisable, 
therefore, to make a few remarks 
on these victim cases.

iness Only within the limits con 
ormable to his nature. Indeed, to 
seek happiness outside his nature 
leads to inevitable disillusionment, 
Yet, man is not an isolated person, 
He is a social being; his tenden 
cies are Many and varied, and in 
terdependent upon other men. He 
has a part to play in a collective 
task. 


To achieve order within himself, 
and fulfill his mission in life, man 
must be continually making sacri 
fices of the lesser values and sat 
isfactions that he desires. He must 
keep his hands off certain material 
goods, because social order and 
another man’s right require that 
he ‘leave them to others. Under 
some circumstances he must sac. 
rifice his craving for knowledge 
and the cultural things of life, and 
instead devote himself to drab and 
monotonous labor. He must, if 
need be, sacrifice even life itself 
for the good of the community. 

Just as some are forced involune 
tarily to adjust to the physical 
laws in adapting their life without 
the use of an arm or leg, so others 
must voluntarily adjust themselves 
to the moral law, without the com- 
plete opportunity to seek happiness 
in the married state. Finally, says 
the Council of Trent, “God does 
not ask the impossible, but, by His 
commands, instructs you to do 
what you are able to, to pray for 
what you are not able that He may 
help you.”

the critics that I have heard from have generalized. If so many 
= ge knew so much about “crookedness” in Notre Dame foot- 

._why doesn’t someone bring forth a specific case in which 
he will name names? Maybe I’m being fooled, although I’ve been 
right in the middle of Notre Dame football for so many years; 
many, Many more yeats than the johnny-come-latelys who now 
claim to know so much that isn’t true. Atleast, I say it isn‘t 
true, and I want someone to tell me where I’m wrong. Give me 
one instance of dishonesty in the conduct of varsity football at 
Notre Dame—name names, now; be specific—and I'll promise you 
that Pll admit that I’ve not only been fooled all these years, but 
I'll print it in this column and “blow my top” in my column in the 
South Bend Tribune. It would be a sensational story, wouldn't it, 
if the paper right in Notre Dame’s home town, and the weekly 
Catholic paper with the largest circulation, came out with an 
“expose” of Notre Dame football? 

You say I wouldn’t print it, don’t you? That I wouldn’t be al- 
lowed to print it. All right, give me your story, with proof, and see 
whether or not I'll print it. And when you send in your &tory to 
me, with proof, be sure to send a carbon copy of it to my bosses, too, 
so they'll know if I toss it in the waste basket, or try to cover it up. 
Maybe I am a dishonest newspaperman, but those I work for aren't. 

Now about the Big Nine’s “freeze” on Notre Dame? To a 
certain extent, that’s true. Michigan won’t play, Minnesota won’t 
play, Ohio State won't play, Wisconsin won't play and now 

linois won’t play. Why? Because there’s something wrong with 

Notre Dame football and athletics? Listen, let’s be sensible. 
It’s because they CAN’T BEAT Notre Dame playing football, and 
for no other reason. Ray Eliot, coach of Illinois’ Big Nine and 
Rose Bowl champions, was ftank enough and honest enough to 
admit it when Illinois broke off following the 1946 football season 
with Notre Dame after 10 years. But the others hint that there’s 
something else behind it. What? Why don’t they come out and 
say so, instead of being very mysterious and pious about the 
whole thing? 

Why do ALL the Big Nine teams play Notre Dame regularly in 


basketball, baseball, track, tennis, golf, fencing, etc., or at least offer | 
to do so when games in those sports can be arranged? Isn’t the 


answer obvious to you, who may reside far from these midwest 
schools? Sure it is. They can BEAT Notre Dame in those sports 
with more or less regularity, but they can’t beat the Notre Dame 
football team, consequently there is “something wrong” with Notre 
Dame football, but absolutely nothing wrong with its basketball, 
baseball, etc., teams which they can hope to at least hold even. 

Well, you say, maybe the scholastic requirements are not up to 
ar at Notre Dame.

Oh, what a beautiful offertory that 
was. What a wonderful offering 
that young Priest made to St. John 
and through him to all of us.

After the Offertory there came 
the Secret Prayer. The young 
Priest seemed to grow more sor- 
rowful all the time. He raised His 
eyes toward heaven and said, 
“Eloi, Eloi lamma sabchtani.” It 
was a secret prayer because those 
who heard His voice did not under- 
stand the words he spoke. He 
quoted the words of an ancient 
psalm which said, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 

Just before the Consecration the 
young Priest made a commemo- 
ration of the living. He made that 
commemoration with two simple 
words, “I thirst.” He thirsted for 
the souls who were still alive, for 
those whom sin had not yet killed. 
He thirsted for all those who still 
had time to open their hearts to 
Him, to turn to Him with love. 
He thirsted for the souls of sinners 
who would yet repent and win His 
love. He thirsted for those poor 
fools who would not appreciate His 
sacrifice; for those who would not 
receive the graces He would win 
for them by this Mass. 


Mass Ends On Easter 


The young priest moved on to 
the solemn moment of consecra- 
tion. As though  consecrating 
under both species, bread and wine, 
the young priest uttered two short 
speeches at the time of consecra- 
tion. “It is consummated,” he said. 
It is finished. Death has a fatal 
grip on Me. I am offering My life 
to God My Father.

Gospel of his Mass when.He rose 
in glory and majesty on Easter 
Sunday morning and came forth 
from the tomb. Then the Mass was 
over.

Thousands have died without a 
riest or without receiving the 

t sacraments. In their fiendish 
cruelty God-hating guards have 
taken rosaries, prayerbooks, and 
holy pictures from these helpless, 
people. Priests who may be among 
the expellees have no cassocks, no 
Mass vestments, no pore in 
fact none of the articles for 
offering Holy Mass. 


Upon arrival at reception cen-| 
ters in Germany most of the ref- 
ugees look like walking corpses, 
dressed in rags, their filthy bodies 
covered with sores. They are given 
medical attention, sent to a hos- 
pital, if this is necessary, and after 
a few days of care, transported, if 
able, to different areas in Ger- 
many. 


In their houses they have to 
share quarters with farmers or 
towns-people, because most of the 
deportees have to stay in the 
country; the houses of large cities 
lie in ruins. The housing prob- 
lem, not to speak of food and 
clothing, is terrible. Imagine thir- 
ty-one million people streaming 
into the United States from ad- 
jacent countries. That, in relation 
to the respective populations of 
the United States and Germany, 
is the equivalent of the twelve 
million refugees who have been 
herded into Germany. To put it 
this way shows how colossal the 
problem is, but also how brutally 
cruel the deportation of these mis- 
erable people has been. 


There is no episode in all his- 
tory that compares with this atro- 
cious transference of millions of 
people. With reason did an Amer- 
ican newspaper correspondent who 
saw at first hand the sorrowful 
tragedy of these refugees call 
this forced migration of some 
twelve million people “the most 
inhuman decision” that was ever 
made by statesmen. Will history 
some day deny to our age the 
claim to civilization? 


One thing is clear in the face 
of such a desecration of the hu- 
man person, that very much work 
needs to be done before our age 
can recapture a spirit of reverence 


Mrs. Atkinson bases her whole 
appeal on reciprocity.

Washington, March 24—(NC)— 
Archbishop John T. McNicholas,

Transcriptions of a sermon by 
Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen of the Cath- 
olic University of /-merica were 
heard over 301 stations, while 
more than 270 stations through- 
out the country carried spot an- 
nouncements on the campaign. In 
Addition many speakers in the var- 
ious dioceses spoke on local sta- 
tions regarding the campaign.

NCCW President 
Opposes Teaching 
Sex In Schools 


Mrs. Henry Mannix 
Appears On ‘Town 
Hall’ Radio Forum | 


_ Washington, March 24.—(NC) 
—Bécause public school classes in 
reparation for marriage and 
amily relationships would  re- 
quire sex instruction on a mass 
scale, Mrs. Henry Mannix, Presi- 
dent of the National Council of 
Catholic Women, has opposed the 
inauguration of such classes. She 
voiced her objection as one of the 
two adults on America’s Town 
Meeting of the Air radio program, 
broadcast from the Department of 
the Interior auditorium here. The 
program was broadcast over the 
oe Broadcasting Company 
chain. 


“As a parent, I know that the 
duty of giving sex instruction lies 
first of all with the mother and 
the father,” said Mrs. Mannix, 
who is the mother of ten chil- 
dren. “I cannot in conscience rele- 
gate this duty to the _ school. 
Moreover, as every parent real- 
izes from experience with his own 
children, the ‘how’ and ‘when’ of 
giving instruction on sex varies 
with each child. A teacher in the 
classroom cannot meet these indi- 
vidual requirements with the 
same understanding, responsibil- 
ity, and love as a parent. 


“Of course, every school, public 


role of the home and the family 
in educating its pupils for mar- 
riage and family relationships, 
but without trespassing upon those 
intimate phases of such education 
which are at once the right and 
duty of the parents.” 


Eight of the speakers on the 
program were high school students 
who differed sharply in their 
views.

Catholic families in the country communities in Ame- 


Life Bureau, in its recent and grand Convention as held in 
Chicago. Approach of the National Catholic Family Life 
Conference to the country community families seems to lie 


in the direction of these three following factors. We are re- 
peatedly told that: , > ie inti 


the National Catholic Family 


1) 80% of present American 
Catholics live urbanly — where 
crime is pronounced as larger in 
volume. 


2) 7 out of 10 soil born youth 
migrate from rural families today 
to urban centers. 


3) In the over-all, only 20% of 
these annual soil-to-city-migrants 
are reported to make religious ad- 
justments in city parishes. 


Neither of these three factors is 
told with delight or satisfaction. 
Since crime in larger volume sur- 
rounds the mode of life of the 
“city cousins,” the slant of the 
“country cousins” toward the 
“city cousins” need not be one of 
suspicion toward urban fiving, 
once the ruralite migrates to the 
urban regions. 


Fully seven out of ten of the 
“eountry cousins” as surplus soil 
population, due to rural mechani- 


‘zation, now migrate to the urban- 


ized way of living. Are these 
seven out of ten migrants the sur- 
vival of the fittest, or are they 
largely the weakling who fail to 
succeed in the more rugged way of 
country community of living? If 
they are of the weak characters, 
then indeed urbanized family life 
should seek to refrain their com- 
ing. If they are the vigorous and 
characterful youth — then the 
country community, in family life 
efforts should seek to hold them 
to the country community as a 
core and heart of national security. 


In either case the Catholic 
Family Life Bureau should be in- 
terested in their continued rurality 
or at least to their interspaciality 
—but not to urbanism as such. 

That only 20% of annual soil-to- 

migrants make parish affilia- 
tion on their entrance to urbanity, 
lies largely in lack of economic and 


domestic security in urbanity.| pj
